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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments set forth by the Applcant with 
regards to cited prior art Alfonsi and its mapping to the limitaitons to claim 10 are that Alfonso teaches an additional limitaiton not taught by 
Applicant, namely that nodes may be characterized as local or backbone nodes which Applicant provides support citation for. With this 
characterizaiton, Applicant argues that Alfonsi is wholly inapplicable to the claimed invention. Applicant also is fully cognizant that Atfonsi at 
col. 1 5, line 25 et. seq., describes that a path between nodes is optimum if the number of hops is minimum but, Alfonsi explains at col. 1 5, 
lines 53-55 that ~ the backbone links and local links are taken into account in the search process which is a constraint that is not 
applicable to the claimed invention. Examiner argues that the characterization of nodes, as either backbone or local is superfluous, as each 
can be taken as a class unto itself. The importance of Alfonsi teachings is that a path between nodes is optimum if the number of hops is 
minimum, whether or not the nodes are local or backbone. 
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
